“This incident was reported to 
the sheriff and the names of some 
of the etrikebreakers who were on 
the engine and did the shooting 
were furnished him. He was re- 
quested to arrest the parties, but 
he did nothing in the matter. 

Shot at Pickets. 

“During the night of July 5, about 
10 o'clock, am engine passing the 
point began shooting at the 
pickets. It seems that about 100 
shots were fired. Whether the pick- 
ete did any shooting is a ques- 
tion because it has since devel- 
oped that they had no firearms. 
-As a result of these incidents the 
sheriff called on the governor for 
the troops.

Suit Opening Gun of Big

While counsel for both sides in 
the Coca-Cola litigagion in which 
Asa G. Candler, Jr., seeks to’ break 
the voting trust under which the 
common stock and the business of 
the company is controlled, would 
make no statement that the suit 
filed in Muscogee euperior court “has 
design other than set out in the 
bill of complaint, a statement was 
yesterday issued by Ernest C. Wood- 
ruff, a member of the voting trust, 
|élearly indicating that this court ac- 


great lega] battle in which the Can- 
dler family is seeking to gain con- 
trol of the Coca-Cola company once 
more. 

Mr. Woodruff, who is president og 
the Trust Company of Georgia, as 
well as one of the voting trustees 
of the Coca-Cola company, gave ‘out 
the following statement soon after 
he was advised of the opening of 
the litigation: 

“Speaking for myself only, as 
one of the voting trustees of the 
common stock of the Coca-Cola com- 
pany, I hope that no voting trust 
certificate holders will be influenced 
to part with their stock on account 
of this move, under the apprehen- 
eion that there may possibly be a 
change of management of the com- 
pany. which will not take place, re- 
gardliess of the results of the at- 
tack on the voting trustees.” 

' Candlers Displeased. 

While this was the only official 
Statement given out during the day, 
those who are intimately acquaint- 
ed with the workings of the Coca- 
Cola company say that when the 
suit is brought to a hearing on Au- 
gust 13 it will be plainly shown 
that the Candler, family has been 
far from pleased with the conduct 
of the Coca-Cola company since it 
sold its control to the syndicate 
headed by Mr. Woodruff and that 
the present is one of many suits 
that will be filed to restore the 
company to its old management. 

Under the terms ot the sale of the 
original company by which the Can- 
dlerg accepted as part payment fer 
their holdings $10,000,v0U0 in pre- 
ferred stock, it was agreed wnat “if 
and when” the company defaulted 
in payment of a single dividend on 
the preferred stocx for a period 
of six months, the preferred stock 
should become participating stock 
and its holders should exercise a 
voice and vote in the management 
of the company 

It is alleged by Asa G. Candler, Jr., 
in hig suit, that this provision has 
been nullified by the voting trust 
agreement, under’ which essrs. 
Woodruff, Stetson and Bradley cop- 
trol] the common stock and affair 
of the company. 4 

Trust Lilegal, Charge. 

The voting trust agreement is il- 
legal and void, it is ajleged, because 
it violates the rights of the prefer- 
red stock holders and constitutes a 
detriment: to their rights, and that 
it furthermore deprives the true 
owners of the common stock of the 


stockholders’ meetings and thus 
participating in the management 
and control of the company, 

It is asserted by Mr. Candler, 
further, that the voting . trust 
agreement is illegal and contrary 
to public policy because it is de- 
signed to place in the hands of the 
three trustees the entire manage- 
ment and voting power of the ma- 
jority of the stock of the company. 

Mr. Candler contends that the vot- 
ing trust agreement is unflateral 
and lacking in lega] mutuality in 
that it binds the holders of the hee 
mon stock to surrender their pow 
ers to the trustees without binding 
the trustees to any obligation ex- 
cept their wil). 

It is charged by Mr. Candler that 
the voting trust agreement was not 
made for any purpose beneficial to 
the Coca-Cola company, nor has it 
been so used, but that the trustees 
“have used the voting power for the 
benefit of themselves and other per- 
sons that tHey design to favor in the 
i control and management” of the 
business.

* AT MEET TODAY

South African Premier, 
Mediator, Discusses the 
Problem With- King 
George at Conference. | 


DE VALERA MAY ATTEND 
LONDON CONFERENCE 


Two Parliaments in Erin 
May: Prove Solution to 
Problem of Ancient 


Origin, Say Officials.

_ London, July 7.—Peace or contin- 
ved war in Ireland. hinges upon the 
success or failure of the momentous 
eonference. Friday between repre- 
sentatives of North and South Ire- 
land. On the eve of the meeting it 
looks like peace. 

/ Here in London it is freely pre-' 
dicted, both by government offi- 
cfals and by political observers, that 
there will be two developments from 
the conference, both in conformity 
with the recommendations reported 
to have been made by Premier Jan 
Smuts, of South Africa, who has 
been for a week the accepted media- 
tor between the two factions. 

The first is that a truce between 
Sinn Fein and the Unionist-govern- 
ment forces will be consumated, 

The second ig that President 
Eamonn De Valera, of the Irish “re- 
public,” will announce his decision 
to attend the proposed conference 
at London with Lloyd George. De 
Valera has stated he will not attend 
the Dublin conference, although the 
Earl of Midleton who, since Mon- 
day, has been in almost continual 
conference with members of the 
government, has returned to convey 
to De Valera the latest viewpoint 
of Lloyd George. 

General Smuts paid his “state” 
visit to King George during the aft- 
ernoon, and was with him for half 
an hour. He is said to have in- 
formed the king of his personal 
opinion regarding the Sinn Fein’s 
demands. 

One of the latest developments, 
particularly significant since the 
rumors that King George’s speech 
at Belfast embodied his own earnest 
viéws on the situation as well as 
those of his cabinet, is that the king 
has offered Lioyd- George the use 
of Buckingham palace as a méet, 
ing ground for the London confer-" 
‘ence, 

Former spenker Liowthef, men- 
tioned as chairman of the Irish of- 
fice, has officially: announced that 
there has been no decrease in rebel 
activity except, in the Dublin area. 
During the week ending July 4, the 
crown forces have suffered forty 
casualties, including fourteen con- 
stables who were killed. Since the 
first of January, 1921, seven wom-

Fitzgerald, Ga. July 7.—(Special.) 
Tragedy and comedy are truly hu- 
manly blended in the situation that 
has grown out of the strike of At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
workmen and the declaration of 
martial law here. 

Comedy held sway openly Thurs- 
day when national guardsmen or- 
dered here by Governor Hardwick to 


tertained pleasantly by a number 
of wives and daughters of strikers, 


the “grim guardians of threatened 
life and property” being heartily re- 
galed with sandwiches, cold drinks 
and friendly conversation by their 
fair visitors, who held an informal 
reception in front of the guards- 
men’s pup tents. 

This is probably the. first in- 
stance in history when guardsmen 
on duty at a labor disturbance have 
been guests of the strikers’ ladies 
at a pink tea affair. 

At the same time tragedy stalke? 
invisible in the minds of men who 
have taken their stand either for 
or against the strikers. Friend- 
ships of long years have béen sev- 
ered. fraternal and church unity im- 
paired and family ties broken by 
intense feeling. 

It developed Thursday that threats 
of withdrawals from local churches 
have been made as the result of a 
Fourth of July celebration held at 
the railroad shops. Several minis- 
ters addressed the men who remain- 
ed at their posts when others struck 
and thosé who entered the emplov 
of the road during the strike. and 
the strikers took exception to what 
they considered too friendly ad- 
vances on the part of the parsons. 
The ministers refused requests from 
individual members of their congre- 
gations to apologize, and many of 
the strikers. state that they will 
withdraw their memberships. 

Other serious aspects are found in 
the situation when it is learned that 
the financial situation of many of 
the strikers. while far from desrer- 
ate. Is without a pleasant feature. ,

Novel Dry Law 
Violation Case; 
Three Indicted 
Charges Grow Out of Accu- 


sation That Whisky Mover 
Was Tricked. 


Investigation by federal prohibi- 
tion authorities of a novel com- 
Plaint recently made by Charlie 
Crump, a farmer living near Talk- 
ing Rock, Ga., resulted in the in- 
dictment Thursday of Homer Reeves, 
Seab Reeves and Clarence Reeves, 
also residents of Talkiz: Rock, on 
one of the most unusual conspiracy 
charges ever entered on the federal 
court calender here. 

The Reeves trio was charged with 
holding up Crump and robbing him 
of 100 gallons of corn whisky on 
a road near Jasper, in Pickens coun- 
ty. Thg specific charge contained 
in the ‘indictment was “conspiring 
to remove whisky on which the tax 


‘was unpaid,” and “conspiring to vio- 


late the federal prohibition act.” 

On April 29 Federal Agents Dixon, 
Kincaid and Frye seized and de-. 
stroyed 100 gallons of whisky about 
two miles northwest of Jasper and 
reported to Washington that its 
ownership had not been @etermined. 
Shortly thereafter Crump appeared 
in Atlanta and told the foNowing 
story: 

Comtract for Whisky. 

He had contracted to deliver M0 
gallons of whisky to Homer Reeves. 
As he drove along three men ap- 
peared from the roadside and halt- 
ed his team. Crump stated that he 
thought the.men were government 
agents. He abandoned the wagon 
jand ran, thinking that his whisky 
had been eeized by the proper par- 
ties. The wagon and team were 
driven off by the men, he said. Later 
he learned that he had been trick- 
ed, he said. 

Prohibition officials® ciused the 
arrest of the trio after Crump had 
identified Clarence ani Seab Reeves 
as being two of the alleged hold-up 
party.

soldier bonus bill. The president, 
who is committed to the bill, made 
it clearly understood, following the 
letter of Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon to Senator Frelinghuysen 
protesting against the passage of 
the bonug bill, that tt would be the 
wisest course for congress to de- 
lay action on the bill until the 
regular fall session, 

It is understood that the chief 
executive suggested that it might 
be best for the :senate to recess 
at this time while the house was 
disposing of the tariff and tax 
measures, these two pieces of lex- 
igiation being  forembst in the 
thoughts of the president when the 
present extra session of congress 
wae called, 

The president wtitéa at the luneh- 
eon that he would in the near ru- 
turé have something to-say to con- 
gress on the bonus bill in the na- 
ture of a message. It ia believed 
that he will recommend that the 
measure be recommitted to the sen- 
ate committee on finance where it 


would be kept until. the fall ses- 
sion of congress. 


To. Private Office. 


After luncheon the president re- 
tired to his private office in the 
senate chamber and sent for Sen- 
yator McCumber, republican, North 
Dakota, who has been in charge of 
the bonus bill and one of its most 
eartfest advocates, and Senator Un- 
derwood, democrat, Alabama. who 
spoke at length yesterday on the! 
floor of the senate against the bill. 
It ig understood that the président 
impressed upon these senators the 
necessity of postponing the passage 


jc? the bonus bill at this time on ac- 


count of the financial condition of 
the treasury. Senator McCumber, in 
turn, explained to the president his 
reasons for believing that the bill 
should be passed at this time. 

| After this conference Senator 
Walsh, democrat, Massachusetts. 
stated for publication that should 
an effort be made to recommit the 
bonus bill there would be strong 
opposition to it from the democratic 
side, in spite of Senator Underwood's 
position. He declared that the great 
majority of the democratic senators 
were in favor of immediate action 
on the bill and ‘that the senator 
from Alabama, would be unable to 
control his side of the house, 

A merry fight is promised should 
the effort to recommit be made. 
Party lines will not be followed. 
The democratic leader and severa) 
other democratic senators, prominent 
among whom is Senator Meyers. of 
Montana, are strenuously obiect- 
ine to the bonus bill, while the rank 
and file of the democrats are sol- 
idly behind it. On.the other side 
of the senate it seems unlikely that 
the president and the secretary Of 
the treasury will be able to prevent 
a large number of republicans from 
casting their votes against any re- 
commitment. of the bill as favorably 
reported by the finance committee 
of the senate in spite of their ap- 
neal to postpone action.

SEES PLUNDER PLAN 


Says «Measure Is “Con- 
spiracy to Benefit Few 

*at Expense of All Hu- 
manity.” ° 


Washington, July 7.—The perma- 
nent tariff bill as drawn by re- 
publican members of the house ways 
and means committee took top place 
on the house calendar today, not 
to be dieplaced by other legisla- 
tion until voted on July 21. There 
was no ceremony in beginning con- 
sideration of the 346-page meas- 
ure and the day was devoted to 
having it read paragraph by para- 
graph while members sat and swel- 
tered without giving heed to the 
monotonous draining of a relay of 
reading clerks. 

Immediately upon adjournment, 
democratic members held a con- 
ference at which it was said, with 
“half a dozen exceptions,” it was 
agreed that the party should stand 
as a unit against the bill. Some 
of’ the members ,it was added, de- 
clined to be bound by instructions, 
but leaders predicted the final vote 
would show few breaks in the dem- 
ocratic ranks. 

A resolution was adopted at the 
conference declaring that the meas- 
ure violated all principles and all 
traditions of the democratic party 
and reaffirming the party’s etand 
against 4 high protective tariff. The 
conference lasted less than 15 min- 
utes. 

, Reading Not. Over. 

The reading had not, been con- 
cluded when thé house quit. Ker 
for the day and before general de-~ 
bate begins tomorrow, the reading 
will be eoncluded and a rule adopt-| 
ed shutting off aljl except a few 
general amendments and such oth- 
ers as May be offered by the com- 
mittee. 

Outstanding in the first day’s 
work on the bill wae the presenta- 
tion of a minority statement by dem- 
ocratic members of the ways and 
means committee charging that the 
republican tariff program would 
mean destruction of the nation’s 
foreign poligy, bringing new hard- 
lships on the tax-paying public 
through the system of American 
valuation of Imports and establish 
rates higher than ever heretofore 
written. 

The majority report and a dis- 
senting statement by Representa- 
tive Frear, of Wis@Onsin, the only 
republican member of the commit- 
tee to break away from his party 
stand, alfeady had been laid be- 
fore the members. The three sets 
of opinions thua given the house 
are expected to servé as the basis 
for much of the argument during 
the two weeks in which the house 
will consider the tariff. . 

Charge Conspiracy. 

Democratic members of the ways 
and means committd¢e in a minority 
report filed today in the house of 
representatives, denounce the ad- 
ministration tariff bill as a “con- 
spiracy to benefit a few favorites 
at the expense of all humanity.” 

“Like every conspiracy, it has 
been hatched in secrecy,” the report 
says, adding: 

“We record our solemn judgment 
that this measure is a plan to 
plunder the people of our own coun- 
try and to oppress the people of 
every country for the benefit of a 
few men who have succeeded in 
usurping for all practical purposes, 
the taxing power of this govern- 
ment, using it primarily to enrich 
themselves, and, secondarily, to fi- 
nance the political party which tol- 
erates, encourages and facilitates 
the usurpation.”

General Indictment, 
Criticising the republican majori- 
ty of the committee for withholding 
the bill from them and from th 
house membership generally and fo:

ASSERTS POOR MAN 


BEARS TAX BURDEN. 


Confederate Veterans Ap- 


propriation .to Reduce 
State’s Expenses. 


Governor Thomas W. Hardwick's 
program for revolution of Georgia's 
taxation system struck its firet snag 
late Thursday afternoon, when Rep- 
resentative George Carswell, floor- 
leader of the chief executive, at- 
tempted to have his measure pro- 
viding a graduated income tax fa- 
vorably reported by the house com- 
mittee on appropriations, and was 
forced to accept a delay in its con- 
sideration until the next meeting. 

Evincing a. spirit of determina- 
tion to decrease the etate’s annual 
expenses, the session was replete 
with debate, and this important ac- 
tion came after two surprising de- 
velopments during the early part 
of the meeting. 

The firstwwas the appearance of 
a delegation of confederate veter- 
ans from the Old Soldiers’ Home 
with a request that their appropria- 
tlon for 1922 be reduced from $45,- 
000 to $40,000. After the veterane 
had stated that they realized the 
critical condition of the state and 
desired to co-operate in the re- 
trenchment program, the committee- 
men applauded and gave them & 
rising vote of appreciation. 

DuBose Sees Light. 

Perhaps, the most surprising de- 
velopment of the session, however, 
Was the'rather veiled statement of 
Chairman DuBose that a plan wae 
being devised.through which he saw 
“light through the darkness of the 
state's financial troubles.” He made 
no further comment, and after the 
meeting refused to divulge details 
of the plan, stating that he was 
in the confidence 
Hardwick. 

When all discussion on statu- 
tory appropriatione had been fin- 
ished, Mr, Carswell asked the chair’s 
permission to bring the income tax 
amefidment, which was introduced 
in the house in the morning, to the 
attention of the committee for pas- 
sage. 

“You may talk of your taxes on 
@aeoline, kerosene, soft drinks and 
other ways and means of raising 
revénue,” said the representative, 
“put in this constitutional amend- 
ment you have the only. remedy of 
the situation now confronting Geor- 
gia. 

Fair and Just Method. 


“In every state operating under 
this system, financial condition of 
the governments is excellept. It is 
the only fair and just method of 
taxation. And I urge you this aft- 
érnoon to take immediate action in 
reporting this measure favorably to 
the house. 

“Don't let us wait until faction- 
alism has entered and we have be- 
come separated,” he declared. “We 
have an opportunity to render the 
the state a great service and [ 
think that we snould lose no time 
in taking favorable action.” 

Chairman DuBose requested Rep- 
resentative Culpepper to take the 
chair. Taking the floor he _  in-« 
dorsed the remarks of Mr. Carswell 
and urged the members to. report 
the bill to the house Friday morn- 
ing. so that an organization might 
be performed to secure its passage. 

Urges Favorable Action. 

“Not thirty per cent of property 
in Georgia is on our tax books,” he 
asserted. “Intangible and invisible 
property is escaping, while the poor 
man is being made to bear the bur- 
den of taxation. I am heartily in 
sympathy with the governor and 
Mr. Carswell in their efforts to re- 
form the system, and while it is un- 
usual for the chair to take such

Pass Deficiency Biilb. 

A measure designed to 
priate funds to meet deficiencies 
meet incréases in payments of sa 
ries of justices of the supreme court 
and the court of appeals, judges of 
the superior court, and providing 
forthe salary of the additional judge 
of the Bibb judicial circuit, was 
passed. Approximately $67,000 was 
involved in the appropriation. 

Mueh discussion centered on the 
question of whether the committee 
shoulda make its appropriations for 
two years or-one year, and at the 
end of the session no decision had 
been reached. On the mation of Mr. 
Beckham, the committee passed all 
the statutory appropriations, and 
next Tuesday was set as the date 
for the first public hearing from 
various state institutions, 

It was decided by the committee 
to hear from only one representa- 
tive of each institution and to limit 
the speaking time of each to twenty 
minutes. A subcommittee on 
and means, with Mr. Culpepper as 
chairman, was appointed by the 
hairman. The next meeting of the 
committee probably will be held 
next Tuesday. 

Motor Vehicle Measure. 

Among the important bills intro- 
duced in the house yesterday were 
those of Mr. Brownlee of Elbert, 
who is seeking to amend the motor 
vehicle law and charges for licenses, 
so as to bring about a detréase of 
approximately 50 per cent; Mr. Ar- 
nold of Clay to amend taxation law 
to conform with Governor Hard- 
wick’s program; Mr. Smith of Meri- 
wether to amend state highway 
commission law so as to abolish 
office of attorney, and Mr. DeFoor 
of Clayton to create a board of 
tax review. 

The controversy between the de- 
partment of agriculture and State 
College of Agriculture raged during 
the morning session, Mr. Beckham

Lankford Act Passed, 


The first piece of general legisla- 
tion to be passed by the house, was 
the Lankford enabling act, which 
was sent to the governor and prob- 
ably will be acted upon by him 
today. This will give the house 
eight new members. A local bill by 
Mr. Bowden was the first plece of 
legislation of any kind to be re- 
ferred:to the governor. 

A bill by Mr. Moore, of Appling, 
Providing for the regulation of 
chiropractics was favorably report- 
ed by general judiciary committee 
number one. The general agricul- 
tural committee reeommended a 
measure by Mr. Webb, of Lowndes, 
which provides for regulation of 
statistics of leaf topacco sold in to- 
bacco warehouses of Georgia. A loeal 
bill by Mr. King, of Lowndes, was 
favorably reported by the commit- 
tee on- education, 

Representative Atkinson's amend- 
ments increasing .the governor's 
staff was recommended by the com- 
mittee on military affairs. 

The game and fish committee de- 
cided to render a favorable report 
on two measures relative to im- 
proving the present game and fish 
laws of the state, and reject two 
others.

PRESIDENT URGES 
DELAY ON BONUS

during the consideration of thea 
tariff and tax questions by § the 


house and the chief executive in- 
timated that he was in sympathy 
with this action. But the ediffi- 
culty presenting itself here is that 
the agricultural bloc, consisting. of 
both republican and degocratic sen- 
ators from agricultural states, will 
oppose any recess until legislation 
looking to the relief of the farmers 
has been passed, 

Senator Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, and Senator Simmons, demo- 
crat, North Carolina, told the presi- 
dent that they would fight any re- 
cess until the senate had acted upon 
the mets now pending looking 
to the relief of the agricultural in- 
terests. Only last Tuesday Senator 
Lodge made an effort to recess the 
senate for a. period of three weeks 
but was defeated by a vote of 27 
to 24, many of the old line republi- 
can senators from agricultural 
states joining with the democrats 
to block this recess until the farm- 
ers had first been considered. 

No doubt another effort for a re- 
cess, following the president's visit 
today. will be made with better 
chances for success. <A ‘recess at 
this time, obviously would delay ac- 
tion on the bonus bill probably un- 
til the fall session as well as post- 
pone any farm legislation. But on 
the other hand, it would clear the 
decks for’ tariff and tax legislation 
upon the reconvening of congress 
and it is known that the president 
is interesting himself primarily -in 
the expedition of these bills. 

Party Lines Go. 

The bonus bill, tlre question of re- 
cessing, and the agricultural bills 
have played havoc with party lines. 
The agricultural bloc is refusing 


to support adjournment until their 
measures are considered. The presi- 
dent urges a receSs and advises 
postponement of action on the 
bonus bill. Bonus bill advocates, 
both republicans and democrats, 
disagree with the president about 
the necessity of delaying action, and 
tell him frankly that they will fight 
the. attempt if made. 

And out of it all, no matter what 
is done, or what is not done, some- 
body is going to be made unhappy. 
And the various factions are cor- 
raling their forces and counting 
noses to assure themselves that if 
anybody has to be made unhappy it 
wont be them. 

The visit of the president to the 
capitol served to emphasize the de- 
moralizing state of the legislative 
program in congress, and bears out 
the growing belief that the admin- 
istration has not found the activi- 
ties of congress entirely ‘to its 
liking. The writer recently had oc- 
casion to point out in these dis- 
patches that the president in all 
likelihood would find it necessary 
to “crack the whip’ over congress 
to end confusions. There has been 
delay on the fiscal program, dis- 
putes between the houses, an ab- 
sence of determined leadership. 

Forced to Act. 

The prasident has at all times 
been loath to exert pressure on con- 
gress, it is well Known, buat now 
that he has assumed leadership, 
closer working arrangement be- 
tween the legislative and executive 
branches may result. The presi- 
dent had planned to divert the .bo- 
nus bill in a less direct manner, but 
was forced to act openly. He sum- 
moned Senator Lodge and Repre- 
sentative Mondell to the white 
house several days ago to express 
his views on the bonus, it became 
known. But when Lodge returned 
to the senate he found that« the 
bonus bill. had been brought up 
during his absence, [ 

The president was accompanied 
to. the capitol by Senator Freling- 
huysen, of New Jersey. He went at 
once to the private senatorial din- 
ing room, where he was a frequent 
visitor, and was soon surrounded 
by the luncheon guests. They in- 
cluded Senators Lodge, Knox, Bran- 
degee, Wadsworth, Spences, Hall, 
Herrald, Frelinghuysen. Kellogg, 
Moses, Watson and McKinley. 

Receives Senators. 

Later the president went to the 
presidential chamber adjoining the 
senate, and received other senators 
singly and in small groups. His 
visitors there included Senators 
Cameron, ‘McN me Borah. Willis, 
Calder, Kenyon urtis, Simmons, 
Nicholson, McCumber, New and 
Norris. Senator Underwood, demo- 
cratic leader, shook hands with the 
president @hd talked to him briefly. 
Senator Simmons was another 
democratic visitor. 

The president’s arrival, unan- 
nounced, ereated something of a 
furore among the republican sen- 
ators, and the senate chamber was 
soon deserted. Senator Smoot at 
one time alone remained and he 
made the point of “no quorum.” 
This caused guests at the luncheon 
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table with the president to hurried- 
ly leave to report for roll cail.

GUNBOAT ARRIVES 
AT TAMPICO PORT 


Mexico City, July 7.—The United 
States gunboat Sacramento, sent to 
Mexican waters as a result of 
alarming reports reaching Wash- 
ington, arrived at Tampico yester- 
day, and is anchored in the harbor 
there, it was said in advices re- 
ceived last night from that city. 

In view of the regulations of in- 
ternational law, which provide that 
foreign warships can enter. the 


port of any friendly nation and re- 
main for 24 hours, ' the Mexican 
foreign office refused last night to 
comment on the arrival of the Sac- 
ramento at Tampico. 

“The government,” said Elias P. 
Calles, secretary of the interior and 
chief of the cabinet last night, 
does not see in the dispatch of ves- 
sels at Tampico a show of naval 
strength on the part of the United 
States, inasmuch as there is no con- 
flict that might cause the hostile 
presence of those ships.” 

The secretary added that he 
anticipated no naval demonstration 
by the United States at any Mex- 
ican port. 

President Obregon refused to 
comment on the situation in the 
absence of official communication 


from Washington regarding the 
sending of war vessels into Mexi- 
can waters. 

The president declared the goy- 
ernment did not intend to rescind 
the recent decree increasing the 
taxes on ojl exported from the 
country, saying that every barrel 
of oil taken out of Mexico repre- 
sented an exhaustion of the natura] 
resources which could not be re- 
placed. He asserted labor condi- 
tions in the Tampico district were 
not as bad as reported, asserting 
that at present not more than five 
thousand men were out of employ- 
ment. He said the government was 
aiding thém in every way possible.

Dirigible Burns 


But Commander 
Saves All Lives 


Norfolk, Va., July 7.—The coolness 
of the commander and pilot saved 
six men from death today when the 
navy dirigible C-3 caught fire while 
fiying 400 feet over the Hampton 
Roads naval base. The machine ex- 
ploded a minute after it had been 
brought to the ground. 

Friction caused by the flapping of 
a rip panel is said to have caused 
the fire, 

With his coat burning, Lieutenant 
B. N. Johnson, commander, fought 
to keep the flames from the fuel 
tank. The propeller struck his right 


wrist and tractured it. He still 
fought the flames, urged his men to 
be calm and directed the descent of 
the aircraft. 

Lieutenant C. C. Atwood, pilot, de- 
spite the fact that he was envel- 
oped by flames, guided the cratt to 
a safe landing before “the big gas 
bag exploded. 

The machine, -under the guidance 
of Lieutenant Atwood, took an in- 
tentional drop of nearly 200 feet, 
and then, for about 100 feet, was 
brought down in swift short circles. 

D. W. Russell, official photograph- 
er for the air station, was badiy 
burned on the back. His shirt caught 
fire but he tore it from his body and 
threw it overboard during the de- 
scent. ; 

S. M. Lemsky, chief machinist, and 
three other machinists also were 
burned. None of the men was se- 
riously injured, but the dirigible was 
destroyed. Within a few minutes 
after the airship reached the earth 
nothing was left but its motors. 
The C-3 was one of the newest and 
largest of navy dirigibles.

ANOTHER ENVOY SPEAKS. 

Following so soon after the un- 
fortunate speech of Colonel George 
Harvey, United States ambassador 
to the British government, in 
which he declared that his coun- 
try did not enter the world war 
in behalf of humanity, but to save 
its own skin, and that it could not 
be inveigled or cajoled or induced 
by any means to enter the league 
of nations, the Fourth of July ad- 
dress of Hugh C. Wallace, ambas- 
sador to France, delivered in Paris, 
is of particular significance. 

In his speech Ambassador Wal- 
lace declared with emphasis that 
“the alliance begun at Yorktown 
and cemented at the Argonne must 
not only continue but should be 
perfected.” 

“T shall never give up faith,” he 
continued, as his French audience 
cheered, “that the league of nations 
was born to live—and the hope 
that America will join it in due 
season!” 

Here we have two ambassadorial 
representatives of the American 
government in the two leading for- 
eign capitals, each speaking to an 
audience composed mainly of sub- 
jects of the country in which he is 
stationed, the one taking the posi- 
tion that the league of nations 
“was born to live” and expressing 
the hope “that America will join 
it;” the other, that America will 
“not have anything whatsoever to 
do with the league or with any 
commission or committee appoint- 
ed by it or responsible to it, di- 
rectly or indirectly, openly or fur- 
tively. 

The one js a democrat, appointed 
by President Viilson and not yet 
displaced by President Harding; 
the other, a republican of the “ir- 
reconcilable” type, appointed by 
President Harding—who also des- 
ignated as his secretary of state 
and as his secretary of commerce 
two pronounced, outspoken repub- 
lican champiors of the league of 
nations. 

Both Great Britain and France 
are members of the league—mem- 
bers of it heart and soul. 

Our country is suffering, eco- 
nomically and in a commercial 
way, because we prefer “isolation,” 
and, with Germany, Russia, Mexi- 
co and Turkey, remain outside of 
it! 

And the question uppermost in 
the public mind here at home is, 
where does our president stand on 
the league question? Is he, like 
his secretaries of state and com- 
merce and his ambassador to 
France, for it; or, like his ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, bitterly 
against it, and in favor of keeping 
us indefinitely in the absurd, in- 
congruous reactionary position of 
aloofness and isolation? 


HOT, BUT PLEASANT. 

North Georgia, in common with 
the rest of the country, north and 
south, is just now—and for several 
weeks has been—passing through 
an unprecedented season of hot 
weather. 

In point both of intensity, as 
recorded by the mercury bulb, and 
of duration, the current period of 
torrid weather is unusual, to say 
the least. 

But we may: well felicitate our- 
selves upon the fact while the 
press dispatches from points in the 
north and east tell of daily heat 
prostrations, sunstroke, and deaths 
caused by the insufferable heat 
and withering humidity, there has 
not been a single instance of actual 
suffering from this cause in At- 
lanta or vicinity, or, for that mat- 
er, anywhere in Georgia. 

Especially in the Piedmont sec- 
ion of the state—of which Atlanta 
is almost central—we are having 
extraordinarily hot days, it is true, 
but it is not unbearable.

morning freshened and their resis- 
tance powers replenished by a 
good night’s rest. 

So far as climate goes, to say 
nothing of various others of our 
characteristics, Atlanta and the 
%jedmont section of Georgia beats 
the world!

HEALTH TALKS |

THE HARDSHIPS OF VACATION. 


The annual autumn toll of ty- 
phoid among returning vacationists 


is constantly diminishing as vaca- 
tionists become more generally en- 
lightened as to the perils of un- 
tested drinking water, flies in the 
dining room, and food-handling hu- 
man “carriers” of typhoid bacilli. 
Then, too, a fairly large proportion 
of vacationists nowadays are im- 
mune to typhoid by reason of the 
prophylactic « bacterin (“anti-ty- 
Phoid vaccine”) administered tg 
millions of young men in war 
time. So far as the drinking of 
untested water is concerned—that 
is, water not approved for drink- 
ing peepee by the local health 
authorities—there are two factors 
of safety: (1) boiling the water five 
minutes; (2) dissolving in each 
Quart a halazone tablet (a chlorine- 
compound for sterilizing drinking 
sacere Or one grain of chloride of 


A vacationist heading for the 
wilds or for a camping trip should 
not fail to include in his equip- 


ment a simple first aid outfit—but 
it is not necessary to carry a trailer 
or an extra wagon to hold the first 
aid outfit. A suitable outfit will 
be described presently. Trouble 
with most so-called first aid kits 
is they are cluttered up with mere 
fillers, for the sake of appearance 
Or maybe somebody’s profit. 


Tenderfeet frequently overdo the 
matter of exposure and suffer with 
sunburn. It is well to subject the 
skin to very brief exposures—not 
more than give minutes of direct 
sunlight three times a day the first 


day—and gradually increase the pe- 
riods of exposure by five on ten 
minutes daily. When going on the 
water or otherwise exposing the 
skin for prolonged periods, keep 
covered with clothing. or coat the 
exposed skin with cold cream or 
zinc oxide ointmémt and a heavy 
dusting with talcum powder. This 
is more comfortable as prevention 
than effective as cure. But there 
is nothing better for the relief of 
sunburn than freshly made cold 
cream or zinc oxide ointment, sprin- 
kled over with plain talcum. 

No vacationist should permit his 


or her mind to be troubled by such 


obsolete vagaries as the green avple 
myth or the notion that cucumbers 
contain anvthing injurious or nois- 
onous or the idea that anv animal 
is more likely to be rabid in the 
dog days” or that a bite is more 
likely to convey the infection of 
rabies if the weather ‘s hot or the 
animal is known to be of an ugly 
disposition. 

What should be done in the case 
of a bite by an animal, when the 
question of rabies arises? If the 
animal can be identified and con- 
fined under the observation of a 
veterinary for two weeks, of 
course at the owner’s expense, then 
the veterinary can give a pretty 
positive opinion whether the ani- 
mal is ill. If his opinion is that 
the animal is not ill, there is ab- 
solutely nothing to be feared. If 
he is not sure, then, and then only. 
the animal may be killed. the head 
at once sent packed in salt to the 
pathologist designated by the local 
health authorities, and the pathol- 
ogist’s examination will determine 
whether the animal had rables. If 
the report is positive. then, and 
then only, the person bitten should 
be given the anti-rabic treatment. 
which is now available everywhere 
for administration at home, by the 
family doctor. The first aid treat- 
ment of bites will be described 
later. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Congenital Cataract. 

Please tell me the cause, possi- 
bility of removal, best age for op- 
eration, and the results to be an- 
ticipated from operation for con- 
genital cataracts. The child is three 
years old, can see enough to go 
about easily. bu spnnot distinguish 
persons. (C. B. ) 

ANSWER—Cause of congenital 
cataract unknown. Ten to twelve 
years generally considered favor- 
able time for operation, though 
successful operation for congenital 
cataract is sometimes done in in- 
fancy. If the eyes are otherwise 
there is excellent 
chance for restoring good vision.

Senator Brown Issues Short Statement — Appropriations 
Committee, Approves Action of Confederate Veterans. 
Atlanta Tax Bill to Be Introduced Today—Upshaw to 

House— The DuBose Plan—Ben Fowler

In a short, concise statement 
Thursday night, Senator kL. C. 
Brown, of the fiftieth district, re- 
plied to the challenge of Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture J. J. Brown 
that he present his charges before 
the state senate, with the assertion 
that such a step would be “foolish,” 
as the only proper place for allega- 
tions to be introduced for investi- 
gation was before an investigating 
committe, 

“IT am very sorry that Commis- 
sioner Brown lost hig temper and 
asserted that I was a coward if I 
didn’t place’ charges in my posses- 
sion before the senate,” said Sena- 
tor Brown. “And I would be both 
a coward and a very foolish legis- 
lator if I were to take such ac- 
tion, 

“If Commissioner Brown desired 
these allegations in my possession 
aired; if his department is so spot- 
less and free from fault, why didn’t 
he invite the proper kind of inves- 
tigation instead of steering away 
from it? 

“I intended in the beginning to 
keep up my efforts to secure an in- 
vestigation of the department on a 
high plane—and this still is my pol- 
icy. I have left these allegations 
before the senators, They know 
that other persons have asserted 
that mistakes have been made by 
officials, and if they desire to take 
action Iam willing to appear before 
them. 

“I oppose a wholesale investiga- 
tion of all branches of the state 
government. The passage of such 
a resolution would prove too ex- 
pensive... Let those departments 
Which have been questioned be 
probed. This ig all I have asked. 

It is with regret that I make 
this statement,” he continued, “for 
in announcing Wednesday that I 
was leaving this matter in the handg 
of the legislators I intended to let 
my efforts come to an. end. But 
since Commissioner Brown declared 
that I would be a coward if I didn’t 
present the charges in my possession 
to the senate, I fee] it is necessary 
that I state that since efforts to 
secure an investigation of the de- 
partment have failed, it would be 
foolish for me to lay this matter 
before the entire body when the 
Proper place for it in the senate is 
before an investigating committee.” 


When the house committee on 
appropriations met Thursday after- 
noon not a legislator expected of- 
ficials of any institutions of the 
state to appear with a request that 
its appropriation for 1922 be re- 
duced. 

Yet this is exactly what trus- 
tees of the Old Soldiers’ Home of 
Atlanta requested. 

“Our expenses are increasing in- 
stead of decreasing,” said Major 
C. E. McGregor, in speaking to the 
committee. “As the veterans grow 
older and more helpless our cost 
of maintenance advances. 

“But we have made a careful 
study of conditions and have found 
that it 1s possible by ‘cutting cor- 
ners’ to slice $5,000 from our usual 
appropriations. So we ask that you 
Zive us $40,000 instead of $45,000. 

“We feel that this is a time when 
we should help. The old soldiers 
who went through four yeare of 
suffering and sacrifices years ago 
are willing to make further sacri- 
fices now in order that the re- 
trenchment policy of the governor 
may be carried out and the state 
Placed on a firm foundation. 

“It is our desire,” he continued, 
“that other institutions follow our 
example.” 

The old soldiers may have suc- 
ceeded in securing a reduction of 
their appropriation, but one thing 
is certain—there wasen’t a single 
legislator in the committee room 
that didn’t want to double the 
amount as a token of appreciation 
of the magnificent spirit, when Ma- 
jor McGregor had finished speak- 
ing.

HARD PICKING 


Chicago, July &-—Some of the 
greatest siars in baseball, including 
Zy Cobb, manager of the Vetroit 
Americans; Edaie Collins, Gaptain of 
the Chicago White Sox, and half a 
dozen other Detroit players may be 
called td testify in defense of the 
White Sox players and others. on 
trial charged with throwing the 
1919 world’s series.

phy, or Clarence Rowland, who are 
now with or formerly with the 
White Sox?’ 

Later Mr. Berger said these men 
might testify as to the characte 
of the indicted players, render opin-, 
ions as to the possibility of a game 
being thrown or about the pennant 
winning drive of the White Sox 
at the close of the 1919 series in 
which a number of games were 
won from Detroit. 

The fourth juror to be chosen was 
Stephen Shuben, a machinist who 
testified that he was a White Sox 
fan but bet on Cincinnati in the 
1919 series because he thought the 
Reds were the better team. He said 
he still was of that opinion. He is 
married and fs 42 years old.
